Cause of TRarren Vines. 
Professor Augur, who has madea study 


of que tions pertaining to the physiology 
of plants, exvlains the chief cause of bar- 
renness of some wild vines to be unsexu- 
ality.

Transplanting Native Trees.

This is prin- 
cipally owing to the fact that the roots of 
plants growing wild extend further from 
the stems than those raised in nurscries, 
where they 


transplanted. Yet, with a little extra 


care, native trees may be transplanted |

advises that specimens growing in dry and 
open situations should be selected. As 
many and as much of the roots, especially 
the fine, tibrous ones, that can be dug up 
should he preserved. and care must be 
taken not toexpose these to the sun and 
win’s more than is unavoidable.
